Preacnt conditions and the changes that 
are taking place in China will need ‘to | 
be, carefully studied by Dritich manu- 
focturers and merchants if advantage is 
to be taker of tho opportunities for trado 
thot will ultimatedy arise. It is not 
suggested that the present civil wars ond 
disturbances will‘ceaso in “the near 
future, but the end will come somo day. 
Tho question then.is: shall we be ready 
to help in. the ‘rehabilitation of China, 
when tho right moment arrives? : 

China ‘is not~ 6 democratic country. 
For centuries sho had been governed 


by outocrate, mostly, according to Chinese |: 


lore, men of high birth and lineage. 
Suddenly, without any warning or, pre 
paration, and at the instigation of a fow 
hot heads who had received o superficial 
Western education and wero practically 
ignorant of the history and ‘traditions 
of their own country, China was plunged 
nto: revolution, from which emerged 
a so-called’ republic. Not only Chincso 
morehants, but men who have tried, to 
holp their country by accepting posts in 
the Government, and have resigned in 
despair, have stated to mo, that China re- 
quires an emperor; and is no good aa o 
Republic. ‘Therefore, until a. strong 
man shovs himsdf who will command the 
reépect of the country, we must oxpect 
civil wors and disturbances, . 
GROWTH OF NATIONALIST FEELING, 
Then thero isthe anti-foreign fecling 
‘among cortain classes of Chinese which 
hes manifested ‘itself during ‘tho past 
year. This is notso much feeling against 
foreigners as tho growth of o nationalist 
fecting. During the past 20 yoats num- 
bera of young men have been. educated 
abroad. They have como back expecting 
to find China on the same level os the 
most’ progressive of Western “countries. 
When they find this is not so, they feol 
that China's position,ja due to the mo- 
chinations ‘of ‘tie Western. Powots, whd, 


‘they think, whh to keep Ching, ‘Yn aub- | 


jection. ‘Choy, know: nothing of | the 
reasons for tho. various : treaties which 
were entered into by China with the 
world: Powers,‘and they demand the can- 
cellation of .what. they consider . tho 
“unequal treaties.” Hence the anti- 
foreign feeling amongst, them. 

A factor of importance to British 
manufacturers and merchants. is the 
growth of industrialiem, and the fact that 


this is going on in-spite of internal, 


diaturbances.’ \A. significant fedture is 


that Chinese capital is now: coming for- 


ward to establish industries, transporta- 


tion facilitics, and public utility under-, 


takings. 
that technicians aro now nearly always 
Chinese, moitly educated .and trained 
abroad. Up to recent-times it was diffi- 


cult, to get Chinese students to do more’ 


than take a theoretical course in techaics, 
but now an increasing number goin for 
a thorough practical course of instruc- 
tion, ei Pa : 
CHINESE STUDENTS IN DRITISH WORKE.’ 
This, of course, raises’ tho question 
whether, woato to give, these young men 
opportunities for training. in ‘British 
works and {nctories, When tho students 
only wantel to’ get o superficial ond 


theoretical training this was not. desir-. 


able, but ‘in my opinion British“ mann- 
facturers will be well: advised to accept 
Chinese students for a course of troining 
in their. works. ‘Othorwise we shall -get 
hordes ‘of Obinese engincers who have
